His ministry in the Episcopal 
church was brief, for after three 
years, on .November 14, 1849, he 
waa reeolved Into the church by 
Father (afterward Bishop) Jamea 
R4>oaarelt Bayley. Then he took a 
brief eourae in Fordham Seminary 
and was ordained by the Right Rev.i 
John McCloskey, then Bishop of 
Albany and afterward the first 
American Cardinal. His first as- 
signment was to duty at the Cathe- 
dral and two years later he was ap-* 
pointed pastor of St. Mary's church,i 
Tonkers, where there are aow toor- 
teen Catholic churches and a Cath- 
olic population of about 75,000, and 
besides he attended Dobbs Ferry 
and Tarrytown as out lulssions. 

After two years of laborious work 
there he was selected by Archbishop 
Hughea as his secretary to succeed 
the Rev. James Roosevslt Bayley; 
who on October 30, 1853, was con- 
secrated Bishop ot .Newark. Two 
years later he was made Chancellor 
ot the (lioc.'.se. Which office he filled 
to tbe entire satisfaction of three 
successive Archbishops. 

In IStl he was appointed pastor 
ot St. Ann'a ahurcb. New Torfc 
where he erected a aew ehnreb 
building and a achool. In 1873 he 
was made Vicar Oeneral of the dio- 
cese, receiving the dignity of 
Doiiieslic Prelate In 1«HL' and 
Protbonotary-Apoatollc In 1888. He 
died .November 4, 1891, and Arch- 
bishop Michael Augustine Corrigaa 
officiated at kis ohaaqulaa, whHd 
Archbishop Pstriek John Ryan, of 
Philadelphia, preached the funeral 
discourse. 

Father Preston was a most de- 
voted priest, a zealous pastor and m 
rare executive, while an exquisite 
refinement ot manner and an abso^ 
lute loyalty to the church and to hie 
superiors were diatlaguiablag trait* 
of his character. With aU tb« 
laborious duties Imposed upoa hjnl 
In the various responsible pOMtloaa 
he filled he found time to give Ad- 
vent and Lenten conferences that at- 
tracted Immense congregations, and 
to write maay books of a dsvotlonar 
aad eoatroverslal character. — Copy-< 
righted.
